And that a trust 
is a contract, or conspiracy against 
trade or commerce, or aids to com- 
merce, Of capital, skill, of acts by two 
or more persons, firms, corporations, 
afficers of corporations, or associations 
of persons, or either two or more of 
them for either, any, or all of the fol- 
lowing purpvses: 

“First. To create or carry out re- 
Btrictions in trade or commerce or 
aids to commerce, or to create or carry 
out restrictions In the full and free 
pursuit of any business authorized or 
permitted by the laws of the United 
States of America, 

“Second, To increase or reduce the 
price of merchandise, produce or com- 
modities., 

“Third. To prevent competition in 
manufacture, making transportation, 
sale or purchase of merchandise, prod- 
uce or commodities, or to prevent 
in aids to commerce. 

“Fourth. To fix at any standard or 
figure whereby its price to the public 
shall be in any manner controlled or 
established, any article or commodity 
of merchandise, produce or commerce 
intended fcr salé, use or consumption 
in the United States of America. 

Ail Agreements Barred. 

“Fifth. To make or enter Into, or 
execute, or carry out any contract, ob- 
ligation or agreement of any ki d or 
desription by which they sh 11 bi d or 
have bound themselves not to sei:, d.s- 
pose of, or transport any aitice or 
commodity, or art cle of trade, us6e:,, 
merchandise, commerce or cousump- 
tion below a common standard figure,

Penitentiary Punishment, 

Sections 2 and 3 of the Sherman act 
providing against monopolization or 
conspiracy in restraint of trade within 
the United States or with foreign na- 
tions are amended to include the penl- 
tentlary punishment for violation in- 
stead of the present provisions for a 
fine of $5,000.00 or “imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or both.”

YUAN SHI KAI HAS ACCEPTED 
PREMIERSHIP OF THE EMPIRE 


Peking, November 16.—Yuan Shi Kai 
has accepted the premiership and will 
assume office probably today (Thurs- 
day). Yesterday’s official Gazette con- 
tained an expression of thanks from 
‘Yuan Shi Kai to the throne for his 
appointment, but the truth is that he 
didn’t undertake the task without re- 
ceiving guarantees that he would have 
practically a free’ hand in conducting 
affairs while here in: his official po- 
sition. 
| The new premier yesterday received 
‘several foreign ministers, including the 
‘United States minister to China, Wiil- 
‘liam J. Calhoun, who only recently 
lreturned here. In conversation with 
a foreigner, Yuan Shi Kai safd he in- 
tended to form a cabinet immediately 
and endeavor to carry on the govern- 
ment by gaining the support of as 
many provinces .as possible, allowing 
the remainder to retain their inde- 
pendence for the time being. It would 
be his endeavor also gradually to win 
back their allegiance to the throne. 

Another important development in 
, the capital was the issuance of an 
edict yesterday odering Hsi-Liang, for- 
,merly viceroy of Manchuria, to assume 
‘command at Jehol, where the summer 
residence of the emperor is situated, 
in place of Pu Ting, the tartar gen- 
eral This appointment has led to the 
belief in certain quarters that the 
court may retire to Jehol, leaving 
Yuan Shi Kai as chief executive until

“"To the Regent: Your manifesto 
acknowledging guilt has been pub- 
lished, but the murder of the people 
continues more wide spread than ever, 
which is contrary to the mind of the 
nation as one. Opinions of intelligent 
foreigners agree that the constitutional 
government inaugurated by the sover- 
eign is not suitable for the present- 
day China, You should follow the ex- 
ample of Yao and Shun. If you im- 
mediately awake and assist to har- 
monize the people and treat them on 
the principles of wisdom, justice and 
clemency, the people will secure to 
the imperial family peace and riches, 
honor and glory, and not merely give 
peace to the Manchus. -Otherwise, the 
war will be prolonged and troubles 
will accumulate. The northern army 
is cruel and inhuman. How can the 
throne stand alone? We utter this last 
royal warning!” 

This telegram is signed by Wu Tine 
Fang, Tang Wen-Chih, of Kiang-Su, . 
former vice president of the board of 
commerce; Chang Chi ‘En, former ad- 
visor to the board of commerce, and 
Wen Tsung-Yao, former assistaht im- 
perial resident at Lnassa and now as- 
sistant foreign secretary. 

The legation made no acknowledz- 
ment of the receipt of the telegram.

This estimate shows that in one 
month the physicians of Atlanta con- 
tributed exactly $900 to the mainten- 
ance of Atlanta’s health as a com- 
munity and to the betterment of in- 
dividual sufferers.

Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 15th, 1911. 
In a previous letter I said that I thought the farmer was holding intelli- 
gently this season, and I think I can demonstrate that fact. Some ten 
years ago Mr. Alfred Shepperson had a Georgia farmer to keep the record 
of actual cost of cotton production. The result, published in Mr. Shepper- 
son’s “Cotton Facts,” showed that the cost varied with production per acre, 
from 5% cents per pound with a large crop, to 8% cents, with a small crop. 
Since that time the cost of everything entering into the making of a crop, 
with the one exception of fertilizers, has advanced from 100 to 300 per cent. 
Laud then $8 to $10.00, now $30 to $50.00. Meat, then 5 cents to.6 cents, 
now 13 cents to 15 cents. Labor, then $8 to $12.00, now $18 to $256.00. Flour, 
then $2.75 to $3.50, now $6.50 to $7.50. Mules, then $80 to $125.00, now 
$200.00 to $300.00, and it is a reasonable conclusion that the cost of produg¢: 
tion has advanced with these prices at the very lowest, as much as 50 p@ 
cent., allowing for improved methods, and that it now costs from 8.60 to 12¢ 
cents to make cotton. 
Now the fall months contracts sold during August at from 11.68 to 10.98, 
I am quoting January, reaching this latter point on the 12th, and immediate- 
ly rebounding from Mill buying, so that by Sept. 8th the month was again 
around the high, viz: 11.67 high, 11.50 low. During this time, “Old Cotton” 
was selling at 14 to 15 cents, with the farmer in clover, and the Mills losing 
money. New cotton sold at from 12 to 138 cents, with both farmer and Miil 
showing a fair profit. The figures are not attainable but there can be no 
question but that every bale was rushed to market as ginhed and found a 
ready purchaser. With everything swimming along satisfactorily, with no 
spot pressure whatever, with forward sales enough to keep the “Intio sight” 
to the maximum for two weeks, as it was, the market suddenly broke from 
11.30 high, on Sept. 19th, to 10.27 low, on the 25th. shooting past 11 cents 
with such precipitation that the Mills, anxious to stock up at that price, 
were unable to do so, and, as is always the case with them on a decline, 
withdrew from the market and watched the price of yarns dwindle with con- 
tracts. At 11 cents the farmer stepped into the breach, and holding began. 
So quick was the decline to 10 cents, that it looked as though the holding 
began at that ‘figure. . Had he not begun to hoid ar 11 cents, the decline 
would not have stopped short of 7 cents and only then because of holding 
begun at 9 cénts. Consider the condition now:

I think the farmer broke the advance last year by selling, when he had a 
good profit, and I think he has checked the decline this year by ceasing to 
sell before he had a heavy loss.
